GENERAL WOLSELEY’S STORY. 

Genera: Wolseley sends the following dis- 
patch: 

Talbot's convoy has reached Gubat safely. The 
enemy at Metamneh have been entirely inactive 
since January 28. The rebel foree there is esti- 
mated at between 2,000 and 3,090 men, of whom 
250 are horsemen and 250 haye rifles. Our men are 
in good health. The wounded are doing well. 
Ihe Kabbabish tribes are still carrying messages 
and supplies for us to Gokdul wells. A messenger 
has been sent to ascertain the fate of General 
Gorden. 

The annotincement is confirmed that at a

WOMAN SUFFRAGE.

[THE ATTORNEYS’ FEES DISCUSSED. 

The bill toregulate the fees of pension agents 
and attorneys was then taken up. In the 
course of the debate Mr. Beck said he thought 
that, under the extraordinary circumstances 
by which the passage of the law of 1884 was 
secured, the parties claiming under it should 
be required to go into court and show a good 
case. In 1884 the pension agents wanted their 
fees increased, but both houses of congress 
declined to increase them, yet in the confer- 
ence committee the fees were increased. 

After further discussion, participated in by 
Messrs. Blair, Harrison, Call and Platt, the 
bill was passed without division.

Mr. Young—!I stated that I had consulted 
every member of the committee, and I state 
that fact now, 4nd every member disavowed 
any responsibility for the committee’s action.

Mr. Young proceeded to advocate his 
emendment, after which Mr. Willis said that 
the committee had concluded not to make any 
special a»propriations for a harbor on the Mis- 
sissippiriver. There was a commission to 
which was entrusted the expenditures of the 
sppropriations for the Mississippi river. That 
commission was either competent or incompe- 
tent. If incompetent, it ought to be disband- 
ed.

Memphis or any other harbor. In- 
so far as the improvement of this 
harbor wes necessary for the improvement of 
the river, the commission had the right to ex- 
pend money for that purpose. In reply to that 
centlemen’s statement, taxing him with the 
entire responsibility for the action of the com- 
mittee, he would say that it was untrue, unjust 
and ungenerous in the extreme. 

These remarks aroused the attention of the 
house, and the two gentlemen were immedi- 
ately surrounded by their fellow members, 
apxicus to hear their words, which were ut- 
tered coolly and in such low voices as to be 
almost indistinguishable.

The Calling Begins Early and Keeps up All Day— 
Mr. Whitney Gets Four Hours—Bayard, La- 
mar, Jonasand Whitney Believed to be 
Safe—Other Washington Gossip. 


New York, February 6.—[Special.]—As 
ueual President-elect Cleveland spent his 
whole day in receiving the visits of statesmen. 
As yet there is not the slightest clew as to who 
will be selected for cabinet positions, but near- 
ly all well-informed persons agree that Sena- 
tors Bayard, Jonas, Lamar, and Mr. Whitney 
of this city, can have positions, and it is also 
generally agreed that all accept Bayard will 
accept. 

To-day, the friends of Mr. Barbour, of Vir- 
ginia, said that his friends were pressing his 
claims for a cabinet position on their own mo- 
tion, as the gentleman himself desires a seat 
in the United States senate. 

THE PRESSURE FOR JONAS, 

The pressure brought to bear for the ap- 
pointment of Senator Jonas, of Louisiana, is 
tremendous. He is being urged for the post- 
master generalship. 

A gentleman who 
connected with the democratic national 
committee during the recent campaiga, 
told a reporter to-day that he had good 
reason to believe that President-elect Cleve- 
lan had made up his mind to invite Senator 
Jonas, of Louisiana, toaseat in his cabinet, 
probably as postmaster-general, and he pro- 
ceeded to give his reasons.

A ¥vt,,re Delivery Contract, Where a Settlement of 
Money, Instead of a Delivery of the Goods 
was Intended, Opposed to Sound Policy 
and Void— The Prize Drill—Etc. 
FAVANNAH, Ga., February 6.—(|Special.]—An im 
portant case was tried in the city court, involving 
the liability on future contsacts. The case was 
Chess, Carley Co. vs. E. T. Roberts, action on ac- 
count to recovera deficiency on a contract for 
turpentine, for future delivery. The defense 
claimed that it was a gambling transaction in fu- 
tures, with no delivery expected or intended, By 
consent the jury trial was waived. In this case, 
itseems, that Chess, Carley Co. sold to the defend- 
ant three hundred barrels of spirits of turpentine 
for future delivery, in months specified in the 
contract. The market went against 
defendant, and he failed to take 
goods or pay the difference between the contract 
price, and the price at which they could be pur- 
chased atthe time when they were deliverable, 
The court decided in substance that there was a 
wide difference between contracts for delivery in 
future goods, which the seller contracted and in- 
tended to deliver, and mere gaming contracts 
where neither party intended that there should 
te any future delivery, but instead of such a de- 
hvyery a mere settlementat ruling rates at the time 
of delivery. The contracts of the first class are ap 
proved by the policy of the laws of 
this state, while contracts of the second-class 
are contrary to that policy and void. In this case 
the defendant, by his testimony, showed that he 
intended only a contract of the second class nam- 
ed, while the plaintiff established to the satisfac- 
tion of the court that, so far as his company was 
concerned, it was intended to make actual the de- 
livery of the goods when they should be so deliv- 
ered. The court held that it required the concur- 
rence of both parties to an unlawful intention to 
make the contract void, and that inasmuch as 
such bad been the intention of only one, the con- 
tract was not void, but good,and the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the difference in price, and judg- 
ment was so given in theamvunt of claim, $1,080,

In 1870 Mrs. O’Donovan Rossa was in Augusta 
soliciting aid for her husband, who was then in an 
English prison. The mother of O’Donovan Rossa 
is buried in Charleston, where she died in 1870, 
while on a visit to a married daughter who resided 
in that city.

The Narrow Escape From a Tragedy in 
Coffee County. 
From the Hawkirsviile, Ga , Dispatch. 

Friends in Coffee county write us the par- 
ticulers of a foolish act that came near result- 
ing in the burning to death of Mr. Daniel 
Peterson’s son aud also the negro bey who 
was guilty of the thoughtless act. Mr. J. J. 
Pickren, who is a neighbor of Mr. Peterson, 
Bays: 

“Mr. Peterson was absent from home. He hada 
negro boy fliteen jyears of age employed to assist 
Mr. Hutte in ginning and packing cotton. Atdin- 
ner Mr. Hutto stopped ginning for the purpose of 
packing a bale. Tke press isabout seventy-five 
yerdsirom the gin. He had carried three baskets 
of lint to the press, which is loeated at the end of 
thedam (the gin is run by water.) Mr. Hutto 
had returned to the gin for the fourth bas- 
ket of lint, when the negro boy asked Mr. Peter- 
son’s littie son Mac, aged eight years, to jump 
down in the cotton box and help him stamp down 
the cotton. The little boy did as requested, aud 
aiter stamping awhile, the negro boy took out of 
his pocket a match and struck it to see if the eot- 
ton wou'd burp. When the blaze went out at the 
top the boys began to scream. Mr. Hutto ran 
from the gin and knocked down the door, and let 
the boys out. Their burning clothing was extin- 
guisbed with water from the pond near by. but 
they were burned nearly to death. 1 never have 
seen abybody as badly burned. 

“Dr. M. M. Hall was called, and he did not think 
the little boy could live three ‘days. Strange to 
say, he is living yet, and is mending slowly, but 
his legs are literally burned up. He has laia on 
his buck all the while. He can be moved but very 
little. The negro boy is still living, but is suffer- 
ing badly.’’

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GOING HOME TO MOTHER. 


A Kentucky Girl Ruined and Deserted in 
New Orleans. 
From the Rome, Ga., Bulletin. 

In this world where sorrow and joy go hand 
in hand, we are often called upon to witness 
sad scenes. Butour reporter never beheld a 
picture of more abject despair—a picture 80 
full of pitiful sorrow that it would have touched 
a heart of stone—tban he witnesset at the East 
Rome depot yesterday evening. The atten- 
tion of our reporter was attracted by the 
strange behavior of a young lady on one of 
the north-bound trains which passed through 
East Rome yesterday evening. She was an 
unusually pretty girl, apparently not over 
eighteen years old, a pretty blonde with large 
brown eyes, which were swollen and red from 
constant weeping. It was her crying and 
look of utter despair that attracted our atten- 
vion. 

Our reporter approached a pleasant looking 
old gentleman, ag sey - a seat just in front 
of the young lady, told him that he wag a re- 
porter, and ixquired into the young lady’s 
trouble. 

‘Well, I will tell you what the trouble is, 
but will give you no names. Tkat is one of 
the sweetest little ladies ever raised in the 
state of Kentucky. I know her mother well, 
and her father, whois now dead, was an old 
friend of mine. About four 
months ago a young man, to all 
appearances a perfect gentleman, and from 
St. Louis, met this girl at a ball in a little 
town near Louisville. He pretended to have 
fallen desperately in love with her; and re- 
mained in her town several months until he 
persuaded herto run away with him. He 
carried her to New Orleans. After spending 
three weeks with her, promising every day 
that he would marry her the next, the villain 
deserted the poor girl, but sent her through the 
mail fifty dollars to go homeon. I found her 
at the hotel and volunteered to carry her back 
to her mother. Thatis the whole story. But 
tell me, can’t the newspaper men do some- 
thing towards checking this class of crime? 
It seems to me thutyou might. Now that villain 
bas ruined this poor child forlife. He tound 
her a pure, loving, innocent maiden; but has 
wrecked her happy life, and the officers of the 
law will make no eflort to bring the scoundrel 
to justice.”’ 

There is more truth than poetry in the 
gentleman’s closing remarks. If the culprit is 
ever punished it will be through the efforts of 
private individuals. The judges and other of- 
ficiels of Kentucky and Louisiana will take no 
steps to catch the man. 
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MIKE AND BEN CAUGHT. 


A Devotion to Wife and Children Leads to 
Mike’s Capture,

It was predicted soon after the jail delivery 
on Tuesday night last that Mike F!leeman, the 
white man, would go home and be cau rht be- 
fore Saturday night; and so it was.

He was soon on his trail, 
and et twoo’clock that evening came up with 
him at Comer’s mill, on the line of Oglethorpe 
and Madison counties. He was captured and 
questioned asto his comrade’s whereabouts. 

He could tell nothing of the two negroes, 
they having left him as soon as the escape was 
made, but said Mike Fleeman was on ahead 
of him going tothe homeofhis wife, on the 
line cf Madison and Franklin counties. Mr. 
Wynn brought hia charge home, put him un- 
der guard, summoned a posse of men and 
mede haste to where Mike lived. Reaching 
there about three o’elock at nightthe house 
was surrounded and Mrs, Fleeman command- 
ed to makea light and open the door. She 
ecmplied, but while doing 80 
Mike jumped froma windowand ran. He was 
cemnended to helt, but not doing so was fired 
upon, cne piste] ball striking him a glancing 
lick in the jaw stunning him so that he fell, 
ard wastaken. Not losing any time he was 
bré ught by for the boy, and they reached Lex- 
ington at 12 o’clock yesterday.

Warrenton’s Quarantine, 

Fiom the Warrenton, Ga., Clipper. 

On Jast Friday evening ata called meeting 
the town commissioners of Warrenton passed 
en ordinance prohibiting any one residing or 
stopping temporerily at Thomson from coming 
to Warrenton.

There will re no upheaval, no 
destruction of interests. indeed, it is a 
change that will be wrought in the interest of 
the whole country—certainly in the interest 
of those who have capital investedin iron 
and other manufactures. It isa change that 
will invoive simp]y the removal of capital to 
a more favorable site. What is gained by the 
south in such a change will have a tendency 
to add to the general prosperity of the whole 
country. 

With respect to this change, Colonel Mc- 
Wlure uses an unnecessary “‘if.’ “If Penn- 
sylvania,” he says, ‘‘findsit unprofitable to 
make iron, we will turn ‘to one of the other 
thousands of industries we have there.’’ As 
a matter cf course, but the change will come

The distance from Khartoum to Metamneh 
is only ninety miles, and all the available 
Arabs could be gathered there before Eng- 
Jand could land a relieving army at Suakim, 
tosay nothing of the long desert march 
thence to Berber. There must necessarily 
be great anxiety in England concerning Gen- 
eral Wolseley’s force, especially in its pres- 
ent detached condition. itis now divided 
into three parts—one being at Gubat, an- 
otbez scattered all the way across the ‘desert 
to Korti, and the third part along the river 
below Berber and fully 200 miles from Gu- 
bat. If the three parts of the little army 
succeed in reaching Gubat in 
safety, the question of supplies 
will become pressing if General 
Wolseley is not able to assumejthe aggressive, 
and beat back the desert hordes wherever he 
encountersthem. The situation is mot reas- 
suring, and the worst feature consists in the 
time needed to equip a camel train at Suakim 
before reinforcements can be pushed across 
the desert to Berber or Shendy. Lord Wolse- 
ley is certainly in closer quarters than he 
has ever before been in, and all his skill and 
resources will be needed to take him out of 
the desert with honor and safety. 

Whether General Wolseley can hold the 
fort at Gubat or not, the fallof Khartoum 
has settled several things that were before 
doubtful. The British expedition is not go- 
ing to Khartoum to rescue Gordon. It is no 
longer a matter of reliefand retreat. Besides, 
the blood of England is now up; she has an 
immense Moslem population in India, and 
no matter what her first intentions were, she 
must now pursue the mahdi and utterly 
crush the movement he originated. Cost 
what it may, she must now go on until com- 
plete victory crowns her efforts. Her hold 
in India demands as much, and her pride 
will accept no less. The loss of life in a 
country and climate peculiarly deadly will 
not be considered, nor will the cost of the 
war in a distant and inhospitable region be 
given scarcely a thought. Yesterday I[nag- 
land hesitated, for the Soudan is not English 
territory, and beyonda single garrison, she 
had scarcely any interest in that countzsy to 
protect; but to-day, smarting under repulse, 
if not defeat, she thinks of her honor, of her 
large general interestsandof revenge. The 
result in the long run is notdoubtful. Tae 
mabdi in sacking Khartoum, has raised a 
storm that wiil soon beat about his ears un- 
til he will be glad to sue for peace.

An Interesting and Instructive Farm Talk From a

MACON, February 6.—|Special.]—That there is 
plenty of good land in this state lying idly wait- 
img to be developed by the rising youg generation 
is shown by an interesting conversation to-day, 
with Mr. 8S.

They have 
been successful through energy and industrious 
habits, and are gradually building up a town that 
will some day be heard from. 

Mr. Hatcher said: ‘‘The weather has been unfa- 
vorable for our people to commence farming and 
their business, They haye plenty of labor, and 
only want good weather to get down to work. We 
have both classes of labor, and as much asis 
wanted. Thereis much improving going on in 
the country.around the neighborhood of Ceres, 
Mr. 8. J. Moore has recently erected a new store- 
house, steam gin and mill forgrinding corn. Mr. 
J. P. McNeese is erecting anew house, and others 
areas busy. Messrs. J. L.and 8S. R. Harris are 
putting up new houses. We have one of the best 
counties in the state. What we need 
is to have it developed. We want improvements 
and capital to carry iton. Wewant parties to buy 
lar ds and settle with us. The lands are the most 
desirable, and have never yet failed to produce 
good crops. They are highly susceptible of im- 
provement. A railroad would be the greatest 
blessing to our people. We are remote, being 
twenty miles from any railroad. We need 
a; line to enhance the interests of the 
county. The people are good,’ clever 
and industrious, and show some wonderful 
resultsof their energy. Year before last a man 
named David Bagly, a cropper on my place, made 
twelve bales of cotton w ithout fertilizers. Ie did 
this with one plow and did all the work himself, 
except that oi five days, in which he empioyed as- 
sistance. Last yeara man named William Ross 
madeten balesof cottonto the mule on cheap 
phosphate, using one hundred pounds to the 
acre. I made eleven bales on fifteen acres, 
eight of which were on an average of one bale to 
the acre. I also made 2i*~ bushels of corn to the 
ecre on upland, using 200 pounds of Chesapeake 
guano totheacre. Here’s anotherexample: Mr. 
V. B, Horn,‘at the close of the war had nothing. 
He knuckled down to it, and began to work hard. 
He now owns a piantation of 1,500 acres and is a 
most successful farmer, entirely free from debt 
with ample funécs on hand to run bis business. 
He basa corn mill, saw mill, and has all kinds of 
machinery for carrying on a business. He prac- 
tices economy, has fine judgment, and is a good 
manager. |There is any quantity of lands that 
could. be bought very low and made prodne- 
tive by attention and good management.”’ 

Mr. Hatcher is one of the most influential men 
of his section. He is very successful in his farming 
enterprises. He has invented a combination in 
the way of a guano, cotton and corn distributor. 
It is very popular and claimed to savea man filty 
to seventy-five dollars in cultivating a one-borse 
farm, He received premiums on it at the late 
state fair. The people are beginning to watch 
closely the labor-saving machines now being in- 
troduced. He thinks the farmers of his section 
will invest in them more every year. 

Mr.C, E. Morsham, of the western portion ol 
Crawford county, near Hickory Grove, said to-day 
that the farmers were planting plenty of oats in 
his section, and that the stand was not killed by 
the cold spell exceptin afew spots. That lots of 
fertilizers were being haule4, and not much wheat 
was being pranted. The farmers were busy break- 
ing up stubble Iands. 

‘The general interests of the county,” said he, 
‘sre ina fine conditon. The morality is good, 
the religious e‘emenst is growing, and the people 
are getting better. We want a good stock law in 
the northern portion of the county. In the south- 
ern pertion it is epposed, on account of the pine 
beH. Speakipgof pine, we have hundreds of 
acres oi timber lying idie, waiting to be developed. 
Ve want saw roilils.”’ 

Prohibition has had a good effect in this county. 
About three years ago Dr. H. V. Hoiden discon- 
tinued issuing licenses. Recently some changes 
have been made and they are now issuing liquor 
licenses. The effect I cannot tell now. I have 
not been able to determine whether or not it will 
be the same.

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| PAYING THE PENALTY. 


THREE DASTARDLY MURDERERS 
TAKEN OUT AND HANGED, 


The Outraged Citizens of Audubon Take Out the 
Murderers of Hiram Jellerson, and Lynch 
Them—The Story of the Crime for which 
They Have Paid the Penalty. 


Des Mornes, Ia., February 6.—The people 
of Audubon were so indignant over the change 
of venue in the cases of the three murderers, 
John A. Smyth, Cicero Jellerson and Joel J. 
Wilson, that they surrounded the jail, and 
being refused admittance by the sheriff, pro- 
ceeded to batter down the wall. Sheriff Her- 
bert fired some twenty shots to alarm the cit- 
izens, but nearly every able-bodied man in 
the village seemed to be participating in the 
ceremonies. The sheriffi’s wife came yery 
near being shot. 

Cicero Jellerson, the youngest man of the 
three, and who is called half witted, was the 
firstone taken out by the mob. He was 
hanged on the band stand in the public 
square. Smyth resisted when the mob went 
for him, and fought witha broom stick. A 


member of the mob shot him through the 
head, the ball entering his left eye. This was 
before he was taken out of the jail. Wilson 
was also shot and killed before he was taken 
out. The bodies of Smyth and Wilson were 
hanged or placed on the fence after they had 
been killed, and the sheriff cut them down. 
Peter Ryan, accused of the Keiber murder, 
was also in the jail. The mob told him they 
were not after him, but would come for him if 
he also got a change of venue. 

The crime for which John A. Smyth, Joel 
J. Wilson and Cicero Jellerson were held is 
one of the most unprovoked and revelting that 
ever disgraced the state of Iowa. On the night 
of April 23, 1884, an old man named Hiram 
Jellerson, father of Cicero, and father-in- 
law of Smyth and Wilson, crippled and in- 
offensive, was dragged from his bed and 
hanged to a tree in his dooryard. Fora day 
or two no clew was obtained to the perpetra- 
tors of the deed, but suspicion soon pointed to 
the son, and he was arrested. He made a full 
confession, implicating his brother-in-law, 
and they, too, were taken in custody. At their 
preliminary examination, Smyth ani Wilson 
stoutly asserted their inuocence, but young 
Jellerson confessed the deed, shifting the re 
sponsibility therefore largely upon the shoul- 
ders of the others. 

His confession contained the miuutest de- 
tails of the affair, showing how the three had 
journeyed together on horseback from the 
house of Smyth and Wilson in Carroll county, 
and had arrived at the Jellerson farm, tieing 
their horses in the orchard. Going to the 
house they broke in the door, when Smyth 
and Wilson went into the occupied by 
their aged and erippled father and his wife, 
and seized him and dragged him out. Cicero 
Jellerson told this part of the story substan- 
tially as follows: 

‘While they were in the room father spoke: 
‘Cicero, is that you?’ Nobody answered. Ma 
then said: ‘No, it’s that John Smyth.’ They 
dragged father out and smothered him in the 
front recom, just how I don’t know, and took 
the rope out of my hands and ,putit around 
his neck. Mother started to lighta lamp, 
and I d to blow it out.

Hiram was an ignorant, inoffensive, harm- 
less old man, living with his wife about three 
miles southeast of Audubon, where he had lo- 
cated eighteen years before he was hung.

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BIG STEAL IN KENTUCKY. 


Fifteen Years of Swindling Results in a 
Loss of *%2,000,000, 

_ Frankrort, Ky., February 6.—A superficious 
investigation of the records of the state of 
Kentucky shows beyond question that a sys- 
tem of robbery hes been carried on for fifteen 
years past, which rivals anything ever heard 
of. Atthe same time it has been conducted 
under cover of law. It is evident that the 
amount stolen will not fall short of $2,000,009. 
It is not easy to get the details by which the 
plunderers secured the spoils, but the 
simplest of figures readily establish 
that a deficit of that magnitude exists. A 
study of the books shows that in the depart- 
ment of criminal prosecutions the steal has 
reached at least a million in fifteen years. In 
the cost of keeping idiots during the same 
time, there has been a steal of $500,000 while 
in other expenditures which .have not been 
examined closely, there are indications of 
other crcokedness, which may add $500,000 
more to the robbery. It is believed that in 
most the cases the money can be traced to the 
country and district rings, which have been 
abetted by the legislature.

Terrible Tale of Suffering From the Sus- 
quehanna River, 

_ Bartimorg, Md,, February 6.—Further par- 
ticulars concerning the imprisonment of the- 
entire family of seven persons in all of William 
H. Roberts on a lonely island in the Susque- 
hanna river, opposite Port Deposit, reached 
this city to-day. The river has been gorged 
with ice for two weeks, and communication 
with the shore was cut off. Roberts has been 
seen frequently tocome down to the edge of 
the island during the past two weeks and 
make frantic signals to attract attention. The 
continued flow of fields of ice down the swift 
channel prevented any one from going to his 
aid. It was surmised that his supply of pro- 
visions ‘was almost gone, and yesterday it was 
undegstood from his signals that he was out of 
food, that his wife and one child were dead, 
and the others were starving. Crowds of vil- 
vagers gathered opposite him on the main- 
land and anxiously discussed the situation. 

_To-day two young men, Dr. C. A. Shure and 
Edward Boynton, determined that they would 
attempt the rescue. Carrying long poles and 
what few articles of food they could carry on 
their shoulders, they ventured out on the rap- 
idly moving masses of ice. “Slowly and cau- 
tiously they made their dangerous way from 
cake tocake. There was a halfmile or more 
to be passed over. Soon they came to the 
channel, where the current ran swiftest. Their 
iriends on shore watched their progress 
with bated breath. Once or twice each slipped 
into the cold water, but struggled out. It was 
three-quarters of an hour before they landed 
on the lower end of the island. Then it was 
ascertained that on Sunday last Mrs. Roberts 
had given birth toa child, and, being without 
medical attendance, both mother and child 
died. There was not a morsel of food 
on tne -is'end. The pet cat and 
aged horse belonging +o Roberts had been 
killed for food and both eater. by the half- 
starvedtamily. It was considered impossible 
to convey the survivors to shore, and after do- 
ing ell in their power for the comfort of the 
imprisoned ones the two young men left the 
food with them and returned alone. 

Arrangements have been made to furnish 
them with food until the condition of the river 
will permit their removal to shore. Another 
visit will be made to the island to-morrow, 
when the dead bodies of the mother and child 
will be buried.

COLONEL BAUM READY FOR AN 
INVESTIGATION. 


He Says Thatif There is Doubt asto the Croevica at 
1,160 Feet He Will Make a Test in the Pres- 
@nce of a Committee—A Diagram of the 
Well—Various Other Matters. 


Yesterday a CoxsTITuTION man called at the 
artesian well and said to Colonel Baum: 

‘**You know there are men in Atlanta who 
have expressed the belief that you have not 
struck a water crevice at the depth of 1,160 
feet.”” 

‘‘Yes, I] know it,” said the colonel. 

“What are you going to do about it?” 

‘There is but one thing that ] can do to con- 
vince those who doubt that’ we have struck 
water at 1,160.” 

“What is that?”
